A good feed for little chicks is johri- 


nycake baked hard and fed dry. The 
Infertile eggs from the incubator or 
from under the hen, if they ha\e been 
kept in a cool place, can be mixed in 
this cake before it !s baked. 


In feeding any kind of poultry, 


.\oung or old, never give more at one 
feeding than \\i\i be eaten up in a few 
minutes, except v\hen grain is fed in 
the litter, and. in that case no more 
sheuld be given than they will work 
hard to scratch out. 


AVhen hatching eggs in an incubator, 


those that are manced to indicate cer- 
tain matings or certain parentage may 
be placed in small, covered, wire boxes 
or baskets at the time of the last turn- 
ing, 
so that the record may be kept 


complete. 


In older to get Ihe best results in 


"hatching eggs from ducks, the breeders 
must be fed some meat food. 
Most 


duck raisers prefer high-giade beef 
scraps, which can be mixed in the 
mash and make about 10 per cent of 
the mixture, sometimes more.

It is said that the French govern- 


ment is planning to convert its corps 
of army aviators, thousands upon thou- 
sands of them, into mail carriers after 
the war. 


There are no technical difficulties in 


the way, according to the Toronto 
"Mall and Empire." Airplane engines 
have been perfected to the highest de- 
gree of reliability; their speed has 
.been developed inarvelously. Nothing 
short of thick fog, a violent thunder- 
storm or a hurricane bordering almost 
on a tornado now serves to prevent 
flying—with rarely a casualty from 
natural causes. 


Indeed, the greatest defect in the 


army aerial service, according to offi- 
cials in that branch, is ovcrconfidence 
in what the airplane engine can do. 
Flights of six and eight and ten hours 
withouj. replenishing the gasoline sup- 
ply are now of common occurrence. 
Mountains can be scaled as if they 
were mounds under the foot of a Brob- 
dingnagian. Aviators leave the Brit- 
ish side ot the channel and deposit pas- 
sengers or messengers on the war front 
w i t h no more sense of the unusual 
than if they had taken a steamer from 
Dover to Boulogne.

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Be sure that all the brood and roost­ 
ing crops havo^‘ wa(er-tight roofs and 
are in good condition genei'ally for 
(he season’s work; 
Ho careful no( to fe.ed anything mus­ 
ty or moldy to the poultry, especially 
(lie youngsters, because mold .spores 
cause canker and digestive troubles. 
Remember 
to 
protect 
tho 
early 
chicks, ducklings, ete., from dampness 
and chilling winds, for chills and re­ 
sulting digestive troubles will cause 
trouble and losses. 
When (he nest of a sitting hen is 
fouled by breaking eggs or otherwise, 
take out the soiled material and put in 
fresh, clean straw or hay and wash the 
eggs in warm water. 
There Is no better food for little 
ducklings for the first three or four 
days than bread moistened with milk, 
in which a little fine grit and a little 
finely granulated charcoal is mixed. 
If there are two males running In 
the same fiock and th(\v do not agree, 
it is best to kec]) one shut up one day 
and the other the next, so that only 
one ac^’ompanies the fiock at one time. 
Always keep a supi)ly of head-llce 
ointment on hand and use It occasion­ 
ally to protect the little chicks from 
the«e destructive pests. Ilead-lice’oint­ 
ment can be bought from most poultry 
supply dealers. 
A good feed for little chicks is jobn- 
nycake baked hard and fed di\v. 
The 
Infertile eggs from the incubator or 
from under the hen, if they have been 
kej)t in a cool place, can be -mixed in 
this cake before it is baked. 
In feeding any kind of poultry, 
young or old, never give more at one 
f(H'ding than wi\I be eaten up in a few 
minutes, except when grain is fed in 
the litter, anti, in that case no more 
should be given than they will work 
hard to scratch out. 
AVhen hatching e^gs in an incubator, 
those that are manvcd to Indicate cer­ 
tain matings or certain parentage may 
b(* placed In small, covered, wire boxes 
or baskets at ihe time of the last turn­ 
ing. so that the record may be kept 
complete. 
In order to get the best results in 
hatching eggs from ducks, tho breeders 
must be fed some lueat food. 
Most 
duck raisers lu’efer high-grade b(*ef 
scraps, which can be mixed in the 
ma.sh and make about 10 per cent of 
the mixture. som*‘tlines more.

The attention of the citizens of New 


Oxford is called to the several letter* re- 
ceived from the State Fire Marshall. The 
first calls attention to the coming Fourth 
of July celebration and advisee the peo> 
pie to enjoy the day in a tafe and sane 
way, that no accidents may happen or in- 
jury to persons or property. The second 
letter was of more importance as in refer- 
erence to the several sections of the laws 
governing the sale and use of fire works. 
The sending up ot any balloon that con* 
tains fire for the purpose of causing it to 
ascend is forbidden 
This act approved 


May 5, 1915, makes it unlawful for any 
person to sell, expose for sale, buy or ex- 
change, or give away any or have in his 
possession any balloon for the purpose of 
sending it up. The penalty for the vio- 
lation of this act is a fine of $200 or im- 
prisonment for GO days or both. 


The act of June 1. 1911, makes it un- 


lawful for any person to set off a fire 
cracker which is over 3 inches long or f 
of an inch in diameter; or any fire works 
in which high explosives are used; or to 
explode any blank cartridges in pistols or 
other noise, the penalty b'nng $25 or im- 
prisonment, or both. Sec. 2 of same act 
mattes it unlawful for any person, firm, 
or employee to sell, offer or expose for 
sale any blank cartridges to be used in 
pistols, hollow cans or toys for explbsive 
purposes, penalty not to exceed §500 or 
imprisonment, or both.

We are only too sorry that we 
could not secure a copy of the address for 
publication, but as he spoke only from 
brief notes and no stenographer was on 
hand, we can say that every one within 
hearing was delighted with it and the man- 
ner of delivery. It was indeed one of the 
most inspiring and patriotic addresses ever 
heard in the New Oxford cemetery on a 
similar occasion.

Oflkww In Gun-Duel. 


Hanover. June 1 —Following closely on 


the "hold up" of Chief of Police Smeauh, 
on Tuesday, comes another exciting story 
of how Raymond Scholl, resisted arrest 
and the narrow escape that Officer* Crabbs 
and Berkheimer had from being shot 
when they attempted to take him from his 
home in the Pigeon Hills, near C H. Bit- 
tinker's store. 


This incident happened Thursday after- 


noon. A warrant had been sworn out be- 
fore Squire Sell for the arrest of William 
Reichart, charging him on oath of Jacob 
Grim, who resides along the Abbottstown 
pike, with stealing chickens. Last Mon- 
day night the premises of Mr. Grim were 
raided, as was also those of Andrew Dubs, 
a neighbor and between 20 and 25 chick- 
ens were taken. The prints left in the 
soft earth of a horse and wagon pointed 
to Reichart as the thief and Officer Crabbs 
and High Constable Kiser were sent to 
arrest him. Armed with a search warrant, 
they set out for the Reichart home. On 
reaching the place, which is also in the 
Pigeon Hill's back of Laugh nianstown, 
they found no one home but a boy, and 
Constable Kiser remained at the house 
while Officer Crabbs went to the Bittinjjer 
stone quarries, where Reichurt is employ- 
ed, to bring him home. At the quarry 
Officer Ciabbs secured information that 
pointed to Raymond Scholl as the thief, 
so he sent for Kiser, and together they 
went to the Scholl home after changing 
the warrants, he being also employed at 
the quarry. 


At the stable they measured the horses 


hoofs, which being below the average size, 
were easily identified as the same which 
made the prints at the Grim home. A 
wagon was also found, the wheels of which 
had at one time been bound with rubber 
tires, but they were worn off, and further 
substantiated the evidence. Mr. Grim 
who had also accompanied the officers al- 
so identified some of the chickens around 
the place as his property, having been 
marked between the toes. 


They then went to the house where Mr. 


Scholl's wife started a scene and had to 
be quieted. Then the prisoner requested 
perniijsion to go up stairs and get his coat 
before going with the officers to town. Af- 
ter staying up quite a while, Crabbs 
started up after him but was met at the 
head of the steps with a rifle pointed at 
his head. The officers then barred the 
the house and withdrew, sending a 'phone 
call to Chief Smeach who responded with 
Officer Berkheimer. The latter took along 
his high-power Remington 32 calibre rifle. 
When they arrived on the scene they 
started to close in on the house 
Scholl 


using a shot-gun fired at Crabbs from the 
second-story window, narrowly missing 
him as the shot passed over his head. He 
then used the rifle to shoot at Berkhdmer, 
the ball striking a cherry tree behind 
which he was standing. Officer Crabbs 
shot once with his revolver while Berk- 
heimer shot twice with his rifle, both bul- 
lets going through the frame house. One 
of these shots must have been pretty close, 
for when finally captured, Scholl had 
plaster dust sprinkled on one of his should- 
ers, which had dropped as the bullet tore 
through the wall. Chief Smeach then 
held an argument with Scholl about the 
uslessness of holding out, as they meant 
to get him dead or alive. Realizing he 
had no chance against such odds, Scholl 
called out that he would come down if 
they would "quit using that rifle." He 
was then placed under arrest, and com- 
mitted to jail. Upon searching the house, 
the officers found a shot gun, a 48 calibre 
rifle, a revolver, a razor and quite a large 
stock of ammunition. Adam Grim, of Bit- 
tinger, was also arrested as an accomplice 
in the chicken thieving and was released 
under bail for a hearing. 


Twenty-seven of the stolen chickens 


were returned this morning to their 
owners. 


Sholl and Grim, were given a hearing 


before 'Squire Sell Monday morning. A 
number of witnesses were heard, and after 
.the hearing both defendants were held for 
court, and in default of bail were committ- 
ed to the York county jail 
Both men 


claimed drunkenness as the reason of the 
theft.

teriology of Columbia college, after in- 
vestigating a half a dozen possible 
methods of carrying the contagion of 
infantile paralysis, practically elim- 
inates all others and puts the re- 
sponsibility upon man himself.

This, from the nature of epi- 
demic diseases, however, servos to 
spread the infection in but a compara- 
tively slight degree. Intestinal infec- 
tion with food is aarther mode of 
transmission, tho importance of which 
Doctor Zinssor, as the result of his 
experiments, is ready to 
discount.

Nuts Make Good Substitute 


For Meat in the Diet. Says 


Domestic Science Expert. 


The food Milue of nuts is usually 


underestimated. Nuts are rich in both 
protein and fat and may l>o used as a 
meat substitute in tho die.1, according 
to Miss Alice Skinner, instructor in 
domestic science in the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. 


"Nuts should he regarded as a staple 


article of food whose constituents are 
in a concentrated form." said Miss 
Skinner. 
"Tn using nuts as a 'meat 


substitute it is best to combine thorn 
and some starchy food of eorisNicrahle 
bulk with a milk sauce. 
When they 


aro used in bread or in combination 
with vegetables and salads they should 
be finely ground to make the consti- 
tuents more easHy digested. 


"Nuts that are most available on 


tho snorago market are peanuts, black 
walnuts. English walnuts, chestnuts, 
pecans, Brazil nuts, and hickory nuts. 
These nuts are found on the market in 
several different forms principally as 
nut meats, mil oils, nut meals, and as 
blanched and white nuts. 


"Nuts should be included in the diet 


at least once or twice a week for 
adults, but .should ho used sparingly 
in the diet for children because the 
food is in such concentrated form. 
They maj bo used in both rooked aud 
uncooked 
dishes—salads. 
candies, 


breads, cake.s. custards, puddings, and 
baked dishes."

When an emergency arises with but 


half enough meat to go round, mix it 
after chopping fine with equal parts 
of cooked rice, one small onion chopped 
and one green pepper. For each pint 
add a cupful of canned tomato.

and a tables-spoonful of butter. Cover 
with crumbs and bake. 


Sour milk can be used for so many 


delicious foods, spice cakes, dough- 
nuts, griddle cakes, waffles, steamed 
bread and biscuits.

Crumb Bread. 


When one has an accumulation of 


bits of bread left from sandwiches 
when entertaining, dry them thorough 
ly and put them through the food 
chopper. Dissolve a half a yeast cake 
in a half cupful of water, add two 
cupfuls of warm water, a tablespoon- 
ful of shortening, a cupful of graham 
flour, a teaspoonful of salt, a cupful 
and a half of crumbs and enough 
white flour to make a very stiff dough. 
Let riso, cut down, then, when risen, 
place in the tins, let rise again aud 
bake. 


Corn Bread Country Style. 


Sift 
together 
three-fourths 
of a 


cupful of corn meal, half a cupful of 
Hour, one-fourth of a cupful of sugar 
and half a tcaspoonful each of salt 
and soda.' Beat one egg, add a cupful 
of thick sour cream or a cupful of but 
termilk or sour milk and three table- 
spoonfuls of melted shortening and 
•stir into the dry ingredients. Bake in 
a shallow pan about 25 minutes. 


Delicate Muffins. 


Sift together one cupful and a hall 


of pastry flour, two and one-half table 
spoonfuls of baking powder, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and one-third of a 
cupful of sugar: add three-fourths of 
a cupful of milk, three tublespoonfuls 
of melted butter and mix well. 
Bake 


in hot, well buttered, iron pans about 
25 minutes.

The perfoot lllanifeslatioll^ of life can only be had with a harmo­ 
nious performance of all the functions of the l)0fly. 
'I'his is so from the 
lowest forms of life up to tlio coni])lex and wonderful crcalion of man. 
Now when wo are confronted with war and its accumulated horrors, 
we must use every cil’ort to throw ofl‘ the insidious hold it gradually gets 
upon our nervous systems, destroying the harmoniousness of tho vast 
number of active little cells that go to make up our physical and mental 
bodies. 
If the balance and harmony arc once destroyed, our digestion weak­ 
ens and this robs the bddy of nourishment, which is followed hy general 
loss of strength. 
The heart muscles consequently suffer and weaken, and 
when this pump fails to send tho exhausted blood cells through I ho lungs 
for purification and recharging. Die physiological process fails in its 
purpose.

are used in bread or in combiiiiition 
with vegetables and salads they should 
b<v finely ground to make tlie cgnstl- 
tuents more easily digested. 
“Nuts that are most available on 
the average market are peanuts, black 
walnuts, English walnuts, <»hestnuts, 
pecans, Brazil nuts, and hickory nuts. 
These nuts are found on the market in 
several different forms iirlncijially as 
nut meats, nut oils, nut meals, and as 
blan{*hed and white nuts. 
“Nuts should be included in the diet 
at least on<‘e or twice a week for 
adulls, but slunild be used sjiarlngly 
in the diet for chlldi’iMi because the 
food is in such 
concentrated form. 
Tlu\v may be used In both cook(»d and 
uncooked 
dishes—salads, 
candies, 
breadN cakes, custards, jjuddings, and 
baked dishtis.”

If I had only preserved the whole 


at this paper, there would be no break 
to the beginning of my sketch of this 
Itory. For Captain Shaw, if it was he, 
tended it .to his successor in the 
Charge, and h« to his. 


The rule adopted on board the ships 


90. which I hate met "The Man without 
a Country" was, I think, transmitted 
from the beginning. No mess liked to 
have him- permanently, because his 
presence cut off all talk of home or of 
the prospect of return, of politics or 
letters, of peace or of war—cut oft 
more than half the talk men like to 
have at sea. 
But it was always 


thought too hard that he should never 
meet the rest of us, except to touch 
hats, and we finally sank into one sys- 
tem. He was not permitted to talk 
with the men unless an officer was by. 
With officers he had unrestrained in- 
tercourse, as far as they and he chose. 
But he grew shy, though he had favor- 
ites: I was one. Then the captain 
always asked him to dinner on Mon- 
day. Every mess in succession took 
ap the invitation in its turn. Accord- 
ing to the size of the ship, you had him 
at your mess more or less often at 
dinner. His breakfast he ate in his 
6wn stateroom, he always had a state- 
room, which was where a sentinel, or 
somebody on the watch, could see the 
door. And whatever else he ate or 
drank he ate or drank alone. Some- 
times, when the marines or sailors had 
any special jollification, they were per- 
mitted to invite "Plain-Buttons," as 
they called him. Then Nolan was sent 
with some officer, and the men were 
forbidden to speak of home while he 
was there. They called him "Plain- 
Buttons," because, while he always 
chose to wear a regulation army uni- 
form, he was not permitted to wear 
the army button, for the reason that 
it bore either the initials or the in- 
signia of the country he had disowned. 


I remember, soon after I joined the 


navy, I was on shore with some of the 
older officers from our ship and from 
the Brandy wine, which we bad met at 
Alexandria. We had leave to make a 
party and go up to Cairo and the Pyra- 
mids. As we jogged along some of 
the gentlemen fell to talking about No- 
lan, and someone told the system 
which was adopted from the first about 
his books and other reading. As he 
was almost never permitted to go on 
shore, even though the vessel lay in port 
for months, his time, at the best, 
hung heavy; and everybody was per- 
mitted to lend him books, if they were 
not published In America and made no 
allusion to it. These were common 
enough in the old days, when people 
In the other hemisphere talked of the 
United States as little as we do of 
Paraguay. He had almost all the for- 
eign papers that came into the ship, 
sooner or later; only somebody must 
go over them first, and cut out any 
advertisement or stray paragraph that 
alluded to America. 
Right in the 


midst of one of Napoleon's battles, or 
one of Canning's speeches, poor Nolan 
would find a great hole, because on the 
back of the page of that paper there 
had been an advertisement of a packet 
for New York, or a scrap from the 
president's message. I say this was 
the first time I ever heard of this plan, 
which afterwards I had enough, and 
more than enough, to do with. I re- 
member it, because poor Phillips, who 
was of the party, as soon as the allu- 
sion to reading was made, told a story 
of something which happened at the 
Cape of Good Hope on Nolan's first 
voyage; and it is the only thing I ever 
knew of that voyage. 
They had 


touched at the Cape, and had done the 
civil thing with the English admiral 
and the fleet, and then, leaving for a 
long cruise up the Indian ocean, Phil- 
lips had borrowed a lot of English 
books from an officer, which, in those 
days, as indeed in these, was quite a 
windfall. 
Among them, as the Devil 


would order, was the "Lay of thetLast 
Mi ustrel," which they had all of them 
he:ird of, but which most of them had 
nc/er seen. I think it could not have 
b< en published long. 
Well, nobody 


tl. mght there could be any risk of any- 
ti) ng national in that, though Phillips 
svore old Shaw had cut out the 
"Tempest" from Shakespeare before 
he let Nolan have it, because he said, 
"The Bermudas ought to be ours and, 
by Jove, should be one day." So No- 
lan was permitted to Join the circle 
one afternoon when a lot of them sat 
on deck smoking and reading aloud. 
People do not do such things so often 
new, but when I was young we got 
riil of a great deal of time so. Well, 
•o it happened that in his turn Nolan 
to"k the book and read to the others; 
ai. I he read very well, as I know. No- 
body in the circle knew a line of the 
poem, only It was all magic and bor- 
der chivalryf »nd waa ten thousand 
years ago. Poor Nolan read steadily 
through the fifth canto, stopped a min- 
ute and drank something, and then be- 
gan,' without a thought of what was 
coming—

By this time the men were all be- 


side themselves, wishing there was any 
way to make him turn over two pages;

High though his titles, proud his name, 
Boundless his wealth as wish can claim, 
Despite these titles, power and pelf, 
The wretch, concentered all in self,— 
and here the poor fellow choked, could 
not go on, but started up, swung the 
book into the sea, vanished into his 
stateroom, "and by Jove," said Phil- 
lips, "we did not see him for two 
months again.

which had been suggested to him by 
one of Flechier's sermons, but gener- 
ally he had the-nervous, tired look of 
a heart-wounded man. 


When Captain Shaw was coming 


home—If, as I say, it was Shaw—rath- 
er to the surprise of everybody they 
made one of the Windward islands, 
and lay off and on for nearly a week. 
The boys said the officers were sick 
of salt junk, and meant to have tur- 
tle soup before they came home. But 
after several days the Warren came to 
the same rendezvous; they exchanged 
signals; she sent to Phillips and these 
homeward-bound men letters and pa- 
pers, and told them she was outward' 
bound, perhaps to the Mediterranean, 
and took poor Nolan and his traps on 
the boat back to try his second cruise. 
He looked very blank when he was told 
to get ready to join her. 
He had 


known enough of the signs of the sky 
to know that till that moment he was 
going "home." But this was a dis- 
tinct evidence of something he had not 
thought of, perhaps, that there was no 
going home for him, even to a prison. 
And this was the first of some twenty 
such transfers, which brought him 
sooner or later into half our best ves- 
sels, but which kept him all his life 
at least some hundred miles from the 
country he had hoped he might never 
hear of again.

cruise—it was once when he was up 
the Mediterranean—that Mrs. Graff, 
the celebrated Southern beauty of 
those days, danced with him.

on the shoulder, whispered to him, and 
he did not announce the name of the 
dance; he merely bowed, began on 
the air, and they all fell to, the offi- 
cers teaching the English girls the 
figure, but not telling them why It 
ha,d no name. 


But that is not the story I started 


to tell. As the dancing went on, No- 
lan and our fellows all got at ease, as 
I said, so much so that it seemed quite 
natural for him to bow to that splendid 
Mrs. Graff, and say: 


"I hope you have not forgotten me, 


Miss Rutledge. Shall I have the hon- 
or of dancing?" 


He did it so quickly that Shubrick, 


who was by him, could not hinder 
him. She laughed and said: 


"I am not Miss Rutledge any longer, 


Mr. Nolan; but I will dance all the 
same," just nodded to Shubrick, as if 
to say he must leave Mr. Nolan to her, 
and led him off to the place where the 
dance was forming. 


Nolan thought he had got his chance. 


He had known her at Philadelphia, 
and at other places had met her, and 
this was a godsend.

These are the tra- 
ditions, which I sort out, as I believe 
them, from the myths which have been 
told about this man for forty years 
The fellows used to say he was th« 
"Iron Mask;" and poor George Pons 
went to his grave in the belief thai 
this was the author of "Junius," whc 
was being punished for his celebrated 
libel on Thomas Jefferson. Pons wat 
.not very strong in the historical line, 
A happier story than either of these 1 
have told is of the war. That came 
along soon after. I have heard this 
affair told In three or four ways, and, 
.indeed, it may have happened more 
than once. But which ship it was on 
I cannot tell. 
However, in one, at 


least, of the great frigate duels with 
the English, in which the navy was 
really baptized, it happened that a 
round shot from the enemy entered 
one of our ports square, and took right 
down the officer of the gun himself, 
and almost every man of the gun's 
crew. Now you may say what you 
choose about courage, but that Is not 
a nice thing to see. But as the men 
who were not killed picked themselves 
up, and the surgeon's people were car- 
rying off the bodies, there appeared 
Nolan, in his shirt sleeves, with the 
rammer in his hand, and, just as if he 
had been the officer, told them off with 
authority, who should go to the cock- 
pit with the wounded men, who should 
stay with him, perfectly cheery, and 
with that way which makes men feel ' 
sure all is right and is going to be 
right. And he finished loading the 
gun with his own hands, aimed It, and j 
bade the men 
fire. 
And there he ! 


Serve* Only Thirty Day* for Offense 


for Which He U Convicted, But 


That Is Easier Than Get. 


ting to Prison. 


Seward, Alaska.—The clerk of the 


United States district court at Valdez 
has received official notice from the 
United States deputy marshal at Nusha- 
guk that Emile Anderson, a resi- 
dent of the latter settlement, has 
served his term in jail and has been 
discharged. 


The point to this story is the al- 


most insuperable difficulties Anderson 
overcame in order to lodge himself in 
jail. Last October he was convicted 
by a jury before Judge Brown of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon. 
The 


testimony showed that Emile had 
wounded his opponent, who was the 
aggressor' aud probably deserved all 
he got. 


Recommended Clemency. 


Under the circumstances the jury 


recommended extreme clemency and 
Judge Brown sentenced the prisoner 
10 30 days in jail at Nakuek. In Oc- 
tober there was no boat running to 
Bristol bay points, the summer steam- 
er service having been discontinued, 
therefore Anderson was released on 
his own recognizance and directed by 
Judge Brown to make his way to Nak- 
nek the best he could and give him- 
self up to the marshal there and serve 
his time.

The weekly 
news letter published by 
the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has 
an article by D. F. Hous- 


ton the secretary of agriculture in 
which he says : "Both for economic 
and patriotic reasons the American 
farmer should strive this year for the 
highest standard of efficiency in the 
production and conservation of food. 
But production accomplished by waste- 
ful methods does not make for effi- 
ciency, and careful thought therefore 
should be given to the steps that need 
to he taken. 


Kvery vegetable not used for the 


table should lip canned for winter use, 
so that nothing be wasted. Even on 
city lots a small hotbed may raise a 
large quantity of table vegetables, 
and a bed four feet square will 
raise herbs enough to supply the 
market with sago, mint, and various 
savory herbs, for some time. Vacant 
lots all over our cities are lying un- 
used which should be put to work rais- 
ing food for future needs. Different • 
soils grow different crops successfully. 
The soy bean is a crop which is easily 
grown on poor soil and the bean is a 
most nutritious one, which at much 
less cost takes the place of the navy 
bean. It seems to iteed a little longer 
soaking and parboiling to soften the 
coat, but otherwise it is cooked and 
served as the navy bean. Our food 
experts tell us that the nourishment la 
equally as good as that of the navy 
bean.

its protein and may be used 'in the 
place of whole milk In numberless 
dishes at a great saving In cost.

KILLiWG ANTS WITH CANNON 


Only Way Known to Kill Off Dcstruc> 
ttvo Lfttio Warrior Insects Com­ 
mon to Soutli Africa. 


It is linrd to imagine big guns kill< 
Ing anything except men and iiorses. 
In South Africa and other tropicaj 
counties, however, they are used to kill 
ants—the termites, or warrior ants. 
These ants are highly organized. They 
live in a repubiic of their own, and 
are divided into classes of workmen, 
SGddiers and Qucens. 
The worlimen construct the huge 
nects, tlie soldiers defend them and 
liepp order, and the females, or queens, 
are eared lor by ell the others. 
The ant heaps of tiiesvj particular 
ants are often twenty feet high and 
pyrarcldal in shape. 
Cattle climb up­ 
on tliem without crushing them. A 
dozen men can find shelter in some of 
their chambers, and native hunters 
often lie la wait inside them when out 
after wild animals—after the nests 
have )>eon deserted, of course. 
The ants construct galleries which 
are as wide as tho bore of a large 
cannon, and which run three or four 
feet underground, 
if we built houses 
as big in proportion, a workingman 
would Jive in a dwelling as big as a 
pyramid of Egypt, 
These ants are frightfully destruc­ 
tive, and the only way to kill them ofl. 
is to blow them and their nests t»i 
pieces with guns loaded with grape 
shot.

BIRDS IN CEMETERIES 


AUDUBON SCCIET'ES INTEREST* 
ED IN BIG PROJECT. 


Idea Is to Have Burl,^l Grounds Con* 
verted 
Into Sanctuaries Where 
Feathered Friends of Human* 
' 
Ity May Find RcfUQC. 


More than a million acres of land 
will bo added to the bird reservations 
In th« United States if tlie National 
Association of Audubon societies, with 
headquarters in New York, succceds 
In its campaign to havo all the ceme­ 
teries of tho country converted into 
bird sanctuaries, 
Tho plan includes 
not only the forty-eight burial gi'ounds 
of New York city, but all cemeteries 
down to tho lonely graveyard of the 
smallest hamlet, 
“While the average visitor to cemo- 
tories is frequently impressed v’lth 
the song of birds,*’ said T. Gilbert 
Pearson, secretary of tho association, 
who has brought forward this plan, 
“this is duo rather to the usual quiet 
and perhaps to tho receptive mood of 
tho person. 
The number of birds is 
really small compared to what 
it 
would be were but a little effort made. 
Much has been done to drive birds 
away from cemeteries. 
Frequently 
there is not a yard of underbrush 
where a thra-sher or vireo can build 
its nest. Thei'o are no pools or other 
means for tfce birds to slako their 
thirst. 
Tree surgery has closed the 
cavities whence titmouse, wTcn or 
bUiebird formerly issued to console 
tho lonely visitor. Fi*uit-bearing trees 
havo been romovcd and there id an 
absence of berry-bearing shrubs, such 
as birds enjoy.“ 
The association, in addition to the 
above needs, is urging the exclusion 
of gunners and cats from tho ceme­ 
teries, the latter through the use of 
catproof feiioes. 
Tho placing of bird 
boxes in trees is recommended, as 
well as the construction of fountains 
or other drinking places for the birds. 
Pood in the way of growing blackber­ 
ries, strawherries or mulberries is sug­ 
gested, whilo 
many cemeteries are 
said to have ample waste space whore 
buckwheat and 
other small 
grain 
could be planted without detracting 
from tho beauty of tho landscape. The 
supplying of food in other ways as 
well as the provisions for nest-build- 
ing aro among other suggestions con­ 
tained in a circular Just issued by the 
association which, Mr. Pearson says, 
he will mail to all persons interested 
in having their city cemetery con­ 
verted into a bird sanctuary. 
In In­ 
dianapolis thousands of birds find ref­ 
uge in Crown Hill cemetery and birds 
of some varieties which generally go 
South in the fall spend tho winter 
there. 


Crossbred Yaks to Feed Alaskans. 
No breed of dairy or beef cattlo 
has as yet been found hardy enough 
to stand the winters in the interior 
of Alaska without excessive expense 
for food and protection against cold. 
As a result milk sells for 50 cents a 
quart and the beef that is consumed 
in the country consists almost wholly 
of cold storage m eat brought from the 
outside. The Journal of Heredity says 
that tho Alaska Experiment station 
has undertaken to relieve this situa­ 
tion by crossing the hardy Scotch 
Galloway cattle with tho yak. an Asiat­ 
ic ox much used by Mongolians, Tibet­ 
ans, etc., for milk and meat as well 
as work. 
The yak pastures through the win­ 
ter under the open sky in Siberia and 
obtains feed from last year's gras%, dug 
from under the snow. 
Crosses of the 
yak with domestic cattle are common 
in Asia and highly successful. 


Bear Caught In City. 
A fat black bear, weighing vioarly 
400 pounds, v/as trapped and killed on 
the edge of the city limits near Oowen 
park, according to a dispatch from Se­ 
attle, and about one and a half miles 
from the university. 
The downfall of bruin was brought 
about by two unknown men, who sold 
tho bear whilo it was in the trap to 
A, Lampaert, a butcher of Redmond, 
for $20. 
According to tho men who 
trapped tho animal, it had established 
Its headquarters on tho hill near the 
Cowen Park i*avine, and had appar­ 
ently decided to spend tho winter 
there, 
Tho bear was In prime condition 
and had evidently found tho back 
yards of Cowen Park residents fine 
foraging grounds.

SECOND INSTALLMENT. 


If I had only preserved the whole 
9t this paper, there would be no break 
to the beginning of ray sketch of this 
Itory. For Captain Shaw, If It was he, 
banded It to his successor In the 
charge, and h^ to his. 
The rule adopted on board the ships 
30 which I hare met “The Man without 
t Country*' was, I think, transmitted 
from tlie beginning. Ko mess liked to 
have him- permanently, because his 
presence cut oft all talk of home or of 
the prospect of return, of politics or 
letters, of peace or of war—cut oit 
more than half the talk men like to 
have at sea. 
But It was always 
thought too hard that he should never 
meet the rest of us, except to touch 
hats, and we finally sank Into one sys­ 
tem. Ho was not permitted to talk 
with the men unless an officer was by. 
With officers he had unrestrained in­ 
tercourse, as far as they and he chose. 
But he grew shy, though he had favor­ 
ites: 
I was one. Then the captain 
Rlways asked him to dinner on Mon­ 
day. Every mess in succession took 
ap the Invitation in its turn. Accord­ 
ing to tlie size of the ship, you had him 
at your mess more or less often at 
dinner. His breakfast he ate in his 
6wn stateroom, he always had a state­ 
room, which was where a sentinel, or 
flomebody on the watch, could see the 
door. And whatever else he ate or 
drank he ate or drank alone. Some­ 
times, when the marines or sailors had 
any special jollification, they were per­ 
mitted to Invite “Plaln-Buttons,” as 
they called him. Then Nolan was sent 
with some officer, and the men were 
forbidden to speak of home while he 
was there. They called him “Plain- 
Buttons,” because, while he always 
chose to wear a regulation army imi- 
form, he was not permitted to wear 
tlie array button, for the reason that 
It bore either the initials or the in­ 
signia of the country he had disowned. 
I remember, soon after I joined the 
navy, I was on shore with some of the 
older officers from our ship and from 
the Brandywine, which we had met at 
Alexandria. We had leave to make a 
party and go up to Cairo and the Pyra­ 
mids. As we jogged along some of 
the gentlemen fell to talking about No­ 
lan, and someone told the system 
which was adopted from the first about 
his books and other reading. As he 
was almost never permitted to go on 
shore, even though the vessel lay in port 
for months, his time, at the best, 
hung heavy; and everybody was per­ 
mitted to lend him books, if they were 
aot published in America and made no 
allusion to it. These were common 
enough in the old days, when people 
In the other hemisphere talked of the 
United States as little as we do of 
Paraguay. He had almost all the for­ 
eign papers that carae into the ship, 
sooner or later; only somebody must 
go over them first, and cut out any 
advertisement or stray paragraph that 
alluded to America. 
Kight in the 
midst of one of Napoleon's battles, or 
one of Canning’s speeches, poor Nolan 
would find a great hole, because on the 
back of the page of that paper there 
had been an advertisement of a packet 
for New York, or a scrap from the 
president’s message. I say this was 
the first time I ever heard of this plan, 
whi(»h afterwards I had enough, and 
more than enough, to do with. I re­ 
member it, because poor Phillips, who 
was of the party, as soon as the allu- 
eion to reading was made, told a story 
of something which happened at tlie 
Capo of Good Hope on Nolan’s first 
voyage; and It is the only thing I ever 
knew of that voyage. 
They had 
touched at the Cape, and had done the 
civil thing with the English admiral 
and tlio lieet, and then, leaving for a 
long cruise up the Indian ocean, Phil­ 
lips had borrowed a lot of English 
books from an oflicer, which, in those 
days, as indeed in these, was quite a 
windfall. Amon^ them, as the Devil 
would order, was the “Lay of the Last 
Mlustrel,’* which they had all of them 
he rd of, but which most of them had 
n<-/er seen. I think it could not have 
b‘ eu published long. 
Well, nobody 
tl iught there could be any risk of any- 
tl. ng national in that, though Phillips 
ore old Shaw had 
cut out the 
“Tempest** from Shakespeare before 
ho let Nolan have it, because he said, 
“The Bermudas ought to be ours and, 
by Jove, should be one day.** 
So No­ 
lan was permitted to join the circle 
one afternoon when a lot of them sat 
on deck smoking and reading aloud. 
People do not do such things so often 
n< w, but when I was young we got 
rill of a great deal of time so, Weil, 
Bc It happened that in his turn Nolan 
to k the book and read to the others; 
ai I he read very well, as I know. No- 
b(- ly In the circle knew a line of the 
pi,em, only it was all magic and bor­ 
der chivalry, and was ten thousand 
years ago. Poor Nolan read steadily 
through the fifth canto, stopped a min­ 
ute and drank something, and then be­ 
gan,* without a thought of what was 
coming— 


Breathes tte re the man, with soul uo 
dead. 
Who lie ver to himself Jiath said— 


It seems impossible to us that any­ 
body 
heurd this for the first time] 


but all these fellows did then, and 
poor Nolan himself went on, still un­ 
consciously or mechanically— 
Thii U my own, my native land! 


Then they all saw something was 
to p ay ; but he expected to get through, 
I suppose, turned a little pale, but 
plunged on— 


Whose 
heart 
hath 
ne’er 
within 
him 
burned, 
As home his footsteps he hath turned 
From wandering on a foreign stran d ?•- 
If such there breathe, go, m ark him well. 


By this time the men were all be­ 
side themselves, wishing there was any 
way to make him turn over two pages; 
but ho had not quite presence of mind 
for that; he gagged a little, colored 
crimson, and staggered on: 


For him no minstrel raptures swell; 
High though his titles, proud his name. 
Boundless his wealth as wish can claim, 
Despite these titles, power and pelf, 
The wretch, concentered all in self,— 


and here the poor fellow choked, could 
not go on, but started up, swung the 
book Into the sea, vanished into his 
stateroom, “and by Jove,** said Phil­ 
lips’, “we did not see him for two 
months again. 
And I had to make up 
some beggarly story to that English 
surgeon why I did not return his Wal­ 
ter Scott to him.” 
That story shows about the time 
when Nolan’s braggadocio must have 
broken down. At first, they said, he 
took a very high tone, considered his 
imprisonment a mere farce, alTected 
to enjoy the voyage, and all that; but 
Phillips said that after he came out of 
his stateroom he never was the same 
man again. He never read aloud again, 
unless it was the Bible or Shakespeare, 
or something else he was sure of. But 
it was not that merely. He never en­ 
tered in with the other young men ex­ 
actly as a companion again. He was 
always shy afterward, when I knew 
him, very seldom spoke, unless he 
was spoken to, except to a very few 
friends. He lighted up occasionally, 
I remember late in his life hearing 
him fairly 
eloquent 
on something

which had been suggested to Lira by 
one of Flechier’s sermons, but gener­ 
ally he had the nervous, tired look of 
a heart-wounded man. 
When Captain Shaw was coming 
home—if, as I say, it was Shaw—^rath­ 
er to the surprise of everybody they 
made one of the Windward islands, 
and lay off and on for nearly a week. 
The boys said the officers were sick 
of salt junk, and meant to have tur­ 
tle soup before they came home. But 
after several days the Warren came to 
the same rendezvous; they exchanged 
signals; she sent to Phillips and these 
homeward-bound mea letters and pa­ 
pers, and told them she was outward 
bound, perhaps to the Mediterranean, 
and took poor Nolan and his traps on 
the boat back to try his second cruise. 
He looked very blank when he was told 
to get ready to join her. 
He had 
known enough of the signs of the sky 
to know that till that moment he was 
going “home.” But this was a dis­ 
tinct evidence of something he had not 
thought of, perhaps, that there was no 
going home for him, even to a prison. 
And this was the first of some twenty 
such transfers, which brought him 
sooner or later into half our best ves­ 
sels, but which kept him all his life 
at least some hundred miles from the 
country he had hoped he might never 
hear of again. 
It may have been on that second 
cruise—it was once when he was up 
the Mediteri'aifean—that Mrs. Graff, 
the celebrated 
Southern beauty of 
those days, danced with him. They 
had been lying a long time In the Bay 


not tJbe Warren, or perhaps ladles did 
not take U0 lo much room as ¿hey 
do now. They wanted to use Nolan'a 
•tateroom for something, and they 
hated to do it without asking him to 
the ball; so the captain said they 
might ask him, If they would be re­ 
sponsible that be did not talk with 
the wrong people, “who would give him 
Intelligence.” 
So the dancc went on, 
thb finest party that had ever been 
known, I dare say; for I never heard 
of a man-of-war ball that was not For 
ladles they had the family of the 
American consul, one or two travelers 
who had adventured so far, and a nice 
bevy of English girls and matrons» per* 
haps Lady Hamilton herself. 
W’ell, different officers relieved cach 
other in standing and talking with No­ 
lan in a friendly way, so as to be sure 
that nobody else spoke to him. The 
dancing went on with spirit, and after 
a while even the fellows who took this 
honorary guard of Nolan ceased to fear 
any contretemps. 
Only when some 
English lady—Lady Hamilton, as I 
said, perhaps, called for a set of 
“American dancers,** an odd thing hap­ 
pened. Everybody then danced con- 
tredances. 
The black band, nothing 
loath, conferred as to what “American 
dances’* were, and started off with 
“Virginia Reel,” which they followed 
with “Money-Musk,” which. In its turn 
Itf those days, should have been fol­ 
lowed by “The Old Thirteen.’* 
But 
Just as Dick, the leader, tapped for his 
fiddlers to begin, and bent fonvard, 
about to say, in true negro state, “ *Tho 
Old Thlrteerv* gentlemen and ladles T* 
as he had said. “ ‘Virglnny Reel,* If you 
please I” 
“ ‘Money-Musk,’ 
if 
you 
please!** the captain’s boy tapped him 
on the shoulder, whispered to him, and 
he did not announce the name of the 
dance; he merely bowed, began on 
the air, and they all fell to, the offi­ 
cers teaching the English girls the 
figure, but not telling them why it 
h^d no name. 
But that Is not the story I started 
to tell. As the dancing went on, No­ 
lan and our fellows all got at ease, as 
I said, so much so that It seemed quite 
natural for him to bow to that splendid 
Mrs. Graff, and say: 
“I hope you have not forgotten me, 
Miss Rutledge. 
Shall I have the hon­ 
or of dancing?” 
He did it so quickly that Shubrick, 
who was by him, could not hinder 
him. 
She laughed and said: 
“I am not Miss Rutledge any longer, 
Mr. Nolan; but I will dance all the 
same,** just nodded to Shubrick, as If 
to say he must leave Mr. Nolan to her, 
and led him off to the place where the 
dance was forming, 
Nolan thought he had got his chance. 
He had known her at Philadelphia, 
and at other places had met her. and 
this was a godsend. 
You could not 
talk in contredances, as you do In 
cotillions, or even In the pauses ol 
waltzing; but there were chances fox 
tongues and sounds, as well as foi 
eyes and blushes. He began with hex 
travels, and Europe, and Vesuvius, and 
the Frenrh; and then, when they had 
worked down, and had that long talk* 
ing time at the bottom of the set, he 
said boldly, a little pale, she said, ac 
she told me the story, years after: 
“And w»hat do you hear from home^ 
Mrs. GraiT?” 
And that splendid creature looked 
through him. Jove! how she musi 
have looked through him I 
“Home I > 
Mr. Nolan 111 
I thought you were th( 
man who never wanted to hear oi 
home again!** and she walked dlrectlj 
up the deck to her husband, and lefi 
poor Nolan alone, as he always was 
—He did not dance again. 
I cannot give any history of him In 
order; nobody can now; and, indeed, 
I am not trying to. These are the tra« 
ditions, which I sort out, as I believe, 
them, from the rayths which have been 
told about this man for forty years 
The fellows used to say he was the 
“Iron Mask;** and poor George Pons 
went to his grave in the belief that 
this was the author of “Junius,** who 
was being punished for his celebrated 
libel on Thomas Jefferson, 
Pons wai 
not very strong in the historical line, 
A happier story than either of these 3 
have told Is of the war. That came 
aliuig soon after. I have heard this 
affair told In three or four ways, and, 
Indeed, it may have happened more 
than once. But which ship It was on 
I cannot tell. 
However, in one, at 
least, of the great frigate duels with 
the English, In which the navy was 
really baptized, It happened that a 
round shot fi*om the enemy entered 
one of our ports square, and took right 
down the ofilcer of the gun himself, 
and almost every man of the gun’s 
crew. Now you may say what you 
choose about courage, but that Is not 
a nice thing to see. 
But as the men 
who v/ere not killed picked themselves 
up, and the surgeon’s people were car­ 
rying off the bodies, there appeared 
Nolan, in his shirt sleeves, with the 
rammer In his hand, and, just as If he 
had been the ofiicer, told them off with 
authority, who should go to the cock­ 
pit with the wounded men, who should 
stay with him, perfectly cheery, and 
with that way which makes men feel 
sure all is right and is going to be 
right. And he finished loading the 
gun with Ills own Iiands, aimed it, and 
bade the men ire. 
And there he 
stayed, captain of that gun, keeping 
those fellows in spirits, till the enemy 
struck, sitting on the carriage while , 
the gun was cooling, though he wag i 
exposed all the time, showing them i 
easier ways to handle heavy shot, mak- , 
ing the raw hands laugh at their own 
blunders, and when the gun cooled 
again, getting it loaded and fired twice 
as often as any other gun on the ship.

Washington, June 5.—Plans of the 
war dopartmeut to select from 900,000 
to 1,600,000 men of the 10,000,000 who, 
It is estimated, will register today for 
the now army, were disclosed by Pro­ 
vost Marshal General Crowder to the 
senate military affairs committee. 
Exemptions, he said, probably wouhl 
result in reducing the number to 625, 
000 men for immediate service. 
While the war departm ent had orig­ 
inally planned to first select 500,000 
men, General Crowder told the com* 
mlttee the plans have been revised and 
it now is proposed to require 625,000. 
To secure this number ho said It prob­ 
ably Aviltl be necessary to seleot at 
least 900.000 and possibly 1,500,000 
booau'=in of expected exemptions. 
General Crowder said the additional 
125,000 v/ill bo needed to fill vacancies 
In the army of 500,000 and to k?ep 
training camps in continuous opera­ 
tion. When the orIi:inal plans for serv­ 
irò from 
half million men w'*re made, 
ho said, the departm ent had n^'t plan­ 
ned to send American forces ab-oad 
so soon.
